enough, or fast enough to pacify today’s college student. 

" That does not imply that students have become revolutionary, 
reactionary or radical. The basic difference in today’s student 
and the student of yesteryear is that today’s student cares, He 
wants to get involved. Involved in politics, in world affairs, in 
questions of-morality, of. integrity, of life itself, 

Getting involved, they must ask questions. And they expect 
answers. Straight answers — not the mumbled cliches that lulled 
the students of a few years ago — or even of last year. 

Students are beginning. to see, and educators must begin. to 
realize, that, just as good government requires the consent of the 
governed so must good education require the consent of the 
educated. .

But, throughdut ‘this: en- 
tire process of consultation it would appear that: the-opinions: of 
one interested group have been sadly neglected. The identity of 
ithis-group*is, I: think, blatantly obvious; ‘It is‘the-student body. 

We are all well aware of the fact that. the’ studént' body con- 
tributes over 70%. of the funds: needed to. support. the: Uhiversity 
‘of Omaha."It would seem that this ‘fact alone would’ make it not 
only expedient, but also obligatory for thé Administration to con- | 
sult the student: body concerning the: course of action to be taken. 

Further, if it should” be that the ‘University ‘Administration

“(Continued From‘ Page 1) 
more in the way of physical 
facilities, such as the proposed 
development and expansion of © 
the library, computer center and 
laboratories, but more key fac- 
ulty members. 

.Dr. Traywick said that the 
university hopes to begin ex- 
pansion this year by hiring 


‘jes, law enforcement and socio- 
logy. 

Research of this: nature in an 
expanded graduate program 
would be certain to attract: in- 
dustry to the Omaha-area, ab-

Federal Funds For OU. 


The- Nebraska’ Higher Education Facilities Act Commission 
has made its.recommendations on allocation,of $120,263- in federal 
funds available to colleges. and universities for laboratory. and 
other. special equipment.

Students Alienated?: 


A recent study of students at a large commuter school 
declared: that students become “progressively ‘more alienated from 
the University” as they move through their academic-careers. 

Four chancellors from the University of California, however, 
referred to.student alienation recently as “the great cliche.” 

_ Prof. Arthur Blumberg, educational psychologist at. Temple 
University in Philadelphia, surveyed 400 -students there on: their 
feelings about “belonging to a large organization.” The results 
indicated that feelings of “anomie” (which the study defined as 
“lacking. a sense of.direction”) increased from freshman to senior 
years. 

’ The Temple study attributed student alienation to several 
conditions: difficulty in communicating with faculty; impersonal 
relationships with other students; and the failure of the university 
to live up to its purposes as stated in the catalogue. 

Another reason is the emphasis on career planning, which 

‘causes students to see college as. only another hurdle before they 
can do what they feel is really meaningful, the report. said. 

On the West Coast, however, the chancellors of the University 
of California at Berkeley, Los Angeles, Irvine, and Davis dismissed 
the claim of student alienation during a television program last 
month.

Due ‘Process Of. Law? 


Recent. disciplinary action against a University of Mary- 
land freshman charged with .possession of marijuana has raised 
due process. questions. over the University’s judicial procedure. 

Robert. F. Sauer, 18, of Baltimore, was.released. on. bond. two 
days, after being arrested in his dormitory room for illegal ORs 
session of marijuana and barbituates. 


A University spokesman reported. that the Office of the 


Executive Dean for Student Life has, suspended. Saver from 
* housing. for “believed: possession of marijuana,” 

There.is.no specific regulation at Maryland prohibiting. the 
possession of the drug, but University. regulations state. that 
residents who fail to observe “accepted standards of conduct” 
may he-asked.to.leave-their dormitories. 

In:“extreme cases where: the conduct of a student may not be 
in conformity with, the best interests of the University,” the rule 
continues, a.student may: be dismissed from schogl. 

Several. students questioned whether the University’s disci- 
Plinary, action, which by-passed a system: of student courts, con- 
stituted. a..denial. of. the rights to due process of: law within. the 
University. . 

University action was likewise questioned. because. it: paral- 
Teled’ legal. proceedings by the state, thus. possibly subjecting 
Sauer to double jeépardy for his alleged offense. 

In a similar marijuana case at the University of Pennsylvania 
two weeks earlier, a sophomore student was. put: on disciplinary 
probation. until he graduates. Prosecution was subsequently. initi- 
ated by the State. 

Th that instance, students protested: that the University: took 
action before the legal guilt.of the aecused:student was.determined. 

: In Saper’s case, officials emphasize that: he: was. arrested: for 
possession, of. marijuana and barbituates and: not for the use of 
: drugs. Possession of. barbituates.is.a misdemeanor in Maryland, 
However, possession of. narcotics. is.a felony. Marijuana is con-

Why? Because critics agree, 
‘“t is undeniably a difficult play 
to do” - that is, of course, if it 
is to be done right. 

Theatre Arts. denounces the 
catagorizing of this play as.a 
comedy: “Giraudoux has written 
‘a. play about the longing of 
youth, the death. of the spirit 
and the triumph of convention. 
Because one can laugh at the 
people to whom Giriudoux. en- 


trusts his message, jt does not 


follow: that he has written a 
comedy.” 

Thus, one can assume by this 
that, while “The Enchanted” in- 
tends to. enchant: the audience 
with its playfulness, beneath the 
surface-is the intention to disen- 
chant. through: pathos: and. the 


‘ realities of life. It is a limerick - 


in’ prose or @ type of parody 
on life, 
And so,.Theatre Arts warns, 


_ “Many: productions ignore the 


meaning -beneath. the surface 
humor and thus evoke laughter 
without: pity or understanding.” 
This seems to be the basic com- 
plaint.among.critics and thus a 
trap. that . the.
